Discounted  License  Plates 


Senior  citizens  and  persons  with 
disabilities  who  qualify  for  the 
Circuit  Breaker  tax  relief  program 
can  get  can  get  their  license  plates 
for  $24.  This  discount  is  avail¬ 
able  if  you: 

•  are  at  least  age  16  and  are 
totally  disabled,  or  are  at  least 
age  65,  and 

•  have  an  annual  household 
income  of  less  than  $16,000,  and 

•  are  an  Illinois  resident  at  the 
time  you  apply.

Discounts  are  available  to  eligible 
drivers  age  55  and  over  who 
successfully  complete  an  Auto¬ 
mobile  Insurance  Discount  Pro¬ 
gram  approved  by  the  Secretary  of 
State.

Rules  of  the  Road  Review 


The  Rules  of  the  Road  Review 
Course  is  designed  to  give  drivers 
the  knowledge  and  confidence 
needed  to  pass  a  driver's  license 
renewal  exam. 


Local  organizations  sponsor 
the  course  under  the  direction  of 
the  Secretary  of  State's  office.  This 
free  class  is  offered  more  than 
3,000  times  annually  at  about  600 
locations  statewide. 


Photo  ID  Cards 

Persons  with  disabilities  and 
senior  citizens  age  65  and  over  are 
entitled  to  a  free  photo  ID  card 
through  the  Secretary  of  State's 


office.  The  ID  card  is  valid  for  10 
years  and  may  be  obtained  at  any 
Driver  Services  facility  upon 
providing  three  forms  of  identi¬ 
fication.  The  card  is  a  legal  form 
of  identification  and  may  be 
used  in  any  lawful  situation. 

Persons  with  dis¬ 
abilities  also  can  get  a 
free  Illinois  Disabled 
Person's  ID  Card  with 
proof  of  eligibility  for 
the  Circuit  Breaker  and/ 
or  Parking  for  Persons 
with  Disabilities  program. 
Applicants  must  be  Illinois 
residents  and  provide  a 
physician's  evaluation  of 
a  qualifying  disability.  The 
photo  ID  card  lists  the 
classification  of  his  or  her 
disability.  Applications 
are  available  at  all  Driver 
Services  facilities. 


Parking  for  Persons  with 
Disabilities 

Special  parking  privileges  for 
persons  with  disabilities  are 
available  from  the  Secretary  of 
State  in  the  form  of  either  parking 
placards  or  license  plates. 

Parking  placards  are  available 
at  no  cost  to  persons  with  perma¬ 
nent  or  temporary  disabilities. 


Special  license  plates  are  avail¬ 
able  to  persons  who  are  perma¬ 
nently  disabled.  The  plates  may 
be  purchased  for  each  vehicle  titled 
in  their  name  at  the  same  cost  as 
standard  license  plates.  Veterans 
with  disabilities  may  obtain 
special  disabled  veteran  plates  if 
their  disabilities  are  100  percent 
service-related. 

A  special  guide  to  Illinois 
parking  laws  for  persons  with 
disabilities  is  available  from  the 
Secretary  of  State's  office  by  calling

The  Secretary  of  State's  Speak¬ 
ers  Bureau  offers  free  presen¬ 
tations  on  a  variety  of  programs 
and  services  administered  by  the 
office.

Talking  Books 
and  books  printed  in  Braille.
